THE soil should he prepared 
for red beet a* for any 
either root vegetable, but do 
not add fresh manure to the 
soil. 

If the soil \s too rich In 
nitrogenous manure or fer- 
tiliser the beets will run to 
tops at the expense of the 
roots, which will be under- 
sized and unsatisfactory. 

Sow seed In rows about Bins, 
apart and lln. deep, and thin out 
to 81ml The seeds ore multiple 
and frequently contain ftvo or six. 
This accounts for the density ol 



the rows, even when set out wide 
apart 

Weeds should be kept down 
rigidly by hand once the beets reach 
any slsT. as they object to loop*- 
conditions, and cultivation should 
cease once the roots are forming wetl. 

If beetf are wanted Ihroughoir 
the soason. a succession of plant- 
ings should be mode two or thret 
weeks spurt, for the older moo 
tend to became woody and Inedible.
